Burgiare early yesterday entered the resi- 
dence of ‘William A. Yager, vice president of 
the Arms Palace Car company, at 631 Rush 
street, and escaped with jewelry va)jued at 
$10,000 in the list submitted to the police, 
but said by Mr. Yager to be worth twice 
that amount. Mre. Yager, who is con- 
Spicuous as a suffrage worker, says much 
of the stolen property is priceless. 

The’ burglary evidently was carefully 
planned and worked so thoroughly that none 
of the family or servants was awakened. 
The thieves took the extraordinary safe- 
guards of cutting off the electric lights by 
the main switch and disconnecting the door- 
belis and telephone and the final precau- 
tion of locking the door from the servants’ 
quarters, 


Servant Makes Discovery. 

None of these measures proved necessary, 
as there was no alarm until 7 a. m., when 
one of the servants étarted downetaire, found 
the door locked, and pounded until he aroused 
the family. 

By that hour the burglars had found their 
booty-—a big jewel casket locked ina clothes- 


contents, and fied.

CHICAGO FIGHTER 
DIES FROM BLOW 


Joseph Carbone, 18 Years Old, 


Succumbs After Boxing Bout 
with Heavier Man. 


POLICE SEEK OPPONENT. 


Joseph Carbone, an 18 year old boy with 
some promise of ability as a prize fighter, died 
early yesterday at the West Side hospital. 
Thursday night he went to his parent’s house 
at 116 Tilden avenue in a state of collapse 
and told his parents he had been boixng at 
O’Connell’s gymnasium, 500 South State 
street, and had been struck In the solar plexus 
by a man forty pounds heavier. This is the 
second death due to boxing.

Dies in Spasms. 
Saturday night the young fighter grew 
worse rapidly, and died in a few hoursafter 
the most severe spasms. 
The coroner's inquest resulted in an imme- 
diate order to arrest William O’Connell, pro- 
prietor of the physical training school; Car- 
bone’s opponent, Jerry Sullivan, and an on- 
looker, Edward Herr. O’Copnel!l was found, 
but on assurance he would not try to leave 
town was not locked up.

New Basis of Representation 
and Recognition of Primary 
Laws Sought. 


WOULD SLAP AT CUMMINS. 
Leaders Admit Radical Action 


Must Be Taken to Appease 
Anger of Voters. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May %.—{Special.}— 
When the Republican national committee 
meets next fall it will be asked to issue the 
call for the 1916 presidential convention with 
the ironclad provision of a new basis of 
representation, recognition of state primary 
laws, and other reforms included therein. 

This suggestion originated today in in- 
formal conferences of members of the Re- 
Publican executive committee, which yes-> 
terday authorized Chairman Hilles to sum- 
mon the national committee to meet sixty 
days after the adjournment of the present 
gession of congress. 

The plan appeais strongly to those Repub- 
lican leaders who would like to avoid the con- 
vocation of a national @onvention next year 
to reorganize the party, as suggested by 
Senator Cummins and other participants in 
the Chicago conference of progressive Re- 
publicans. It appeals to those leaders who 
believe that it not only is unnecessary but 
dangerous to have a national convention on 
the eve of the 1914 congressiona! elections. 


Party Distrusted by Voters. 

The chief difficulty with the proposal that 
reorganization be accomplished by the na- 
tional committee instead of the convention is 
the distrust of the present governing body of 
the party entertained by the overwhelming 
Majority of the voters. 

The national committee is the creature of 
the Chicago convention that “‘ stole the nom- 
ination,”’ and is dominated by the reaction- 
ary faction under the leadership of Commit- 
teemen Barnes of New York, Crane of Mas- 
sachusetts, and Guggenheim of Colorado. 

Progressive Republican leaders openly ex- 
press their suspicions of any action that the 
national committee, thus dominated; might 
take in the direction of reorganization. 

They would look askance at any promises 
made by Barnes, Crane, Guggenheim, and 
other members of the old guard to cut out the 
“paper *’ represehtation of the south in the 
convention and recognize primary laws. 

They point out that any promise of this 
kind would be a confession of the old guard 
that-it had sinned’ egregiously last year in 
denying these reforms and that it had 
# stolen the nomination.’ 

Hold People in Fear. 

The distrust is recognized by the members 
of the executive committee. They fear that 
the injection of the virus of reform by the 
doctors of the old guard would not “ take” 
in the body of the party. 

The voters at large would think it was a 
bluff and that when the 1916 convention 
should be called it would be discovered that 
the same old system of *‘ paper ” representa- 
tion and defiance of primary laws had been 
retained in the call. 

To meet this situation, to effect a reorgan- 
ization without a convention, and to con- 
vince the members of the party that the 
national committee is ‘‘on the square’’ and 
does not intend to take back any pledges 
it is proposed that the call for the 1916 con- 
vention be issued next fall. 

It, therefore, is proposed that the national 
committee at its meeting next fall shall 
change the representation in the conven- 
tion so that the number of delegates shall 
be apportioned strictly in accordance with 
the number of Republican votes cast in each 
etate, shall recognize the election of dele- 
gates in any manner provided by state pri- 
mary laws, and shall state these rules un- 
equivocally in the call. 

State Primary Laws Factor. 

In addition it is suggested that the call 
also included provision recognizing the selec- 
tion of. national committeemen under state 
primary laws and the seating of such com- 
mitteemen before ingiead of after the con- 
vention. 

Another suggestion is that the call also 
provide for the settle ent of delegate con- 
tests by state election .‘ficers with an appeal, 
not to the national cemmittee, but to the 
convention itself. 

Many of these ideas are embodied in the 
presidential preference primary bill intro- 
duced in the senate last week by Senator 
Sherman of Illinois. 

It is possible that Senator Sherman's idea 
of making the convention and the nationai 
committee responsive te the voters will be 
adopted as party regulations in advance of 
any legislation on the subject. 

With such a call issued, it is contended, the 
national committee would give the party 
voters a pledge of reorganization that they 
could not retract without wrecking the party 
eompletely. 

The fact is that the progressive Republic- 
ans are split on the proposition of having a 
preliminary convention to r ~“wanize the 
party. Senator Cummins ha: sated one 
from the start, but has been o, ad by Sen- 
ator Borah and many othe: There is a 
widespread idea that the conveation proposi- 
tion is loaded with political dynamite.

“It's high time American women who af- 
fect that sort of thing,” said Dr. Wiley to- 
day, “‘were changing their lap dogs for 
babies, and venting the maternal] instinct 
which prompts them to caress a fuzzy dog on 
the object that nature intended them to. 

“ There are thougands of homeless babies 
today and thousands of babyless wives, each 
needing the other. I feel sorry for the mis- 
guided women who elect to tote a dog witha 
pink nose and silky hair instead of an in- 
fant. Where a mother carries a lap dog I 
certainly feel sorry for the children. Some 
of the best loved children I have known have 
beén adopted babies, and there are many 
thousands of excellent’ genealogy who are 
today without homes.

Prisoner Allowed to Escape |— 
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with False Information 
on Desert. Forces. 
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TAKES IT TO. GANBRETTI. 


Italian General Divides Command 
and -Attacks; Slaughter at 
Sidi Garba Results. gas 


CHIASSO, Switzerland May 25.—The strict 
censorship which the Italian government has 
imposed on all news relating to the state 
of affairs in Tripoli and particularly with 
regard to the defeat of the Italian forces 
at Sidi Garba on May 16, has made it difi- 
cult to obtain exact information on the re- 
cent reverses in that territory. It haa been 
learned, however, that, the disaster was due 
to a well laid plan of the Arabs: | 

An Italian workman named Machiavelli, 
who had been taken prisoner by the Arabs, 
was allowed to escape after being carefully 
primed with false information as to the 
weakness of the Arab forces, which he car- 
ried to Gen. Ganbretti. 

Italian General Divides Force. 

Instead of waiting to carry out a scheme of 
coéperation with Gen. Tassoni, who was on 
his way from Benghazi with a strong force, 
Gen. Ganbretti on the strength of Machia- 
velli's report that the number of the enemy 
was small, decided to attack alone. Accord- 
ingly he devided his 3,000 men into three col- 
umps, which were supported by four guns 
and a battery of howitzer. 

After the first flush of victory the Italian 
scldiers were resting, when suddenly each 
column was set upon from front and rear and 
cut off. At the same time they were sub- 
jected to a heavy shell fire. 


Italians Face Disaster Bravely, 

The Italians showed admirable courage and 
endurance. Some of the companies lost all 
of their officers. One advance detachment 
lost thirty-six out of forty men, and it was 
e00n apparent that retreat alone would save 
the forces from annihilation. Col. Magdalena 
was shot and ag he lay dying wrote a report 
praising his men and recommending for pro- 
motion his major, who, although twice 
wounded, took command. 

Gen. Ganbretti, on his return to Derna, 
said: “ It was the bloodiest day of the whole 
Italo-Turkish war.” The Italian losses are 
estimated at 1,000. 


HAS PEACE PLAN FOR KAISER. 


Andrew Carnegie Will Ask German 
Emperor to Take Initiative in 
Reducing Armament.

Races Do Not Assimilate, 

The Chinamen and white men do not as 
simélate readily nor with good result, Near- 
ly 80 per cent of the criminals in Cuban jails 
are Chinese-negro mestizos, or half breeds. 
A large number of thie clase of mestizos die 
of consumption before 30 years of age. 

While work in the fielKie tn Cuba is hard 
and particularly so in the cane fields, the 
underlying reagon for the difficulty in obtain- 
ing labor is that the white man naturally 
ig going to go where he can obtain the most 
reward. 

Even in temperate zones he will not work 
as a simple laborer on a big estate. Cuba 
is a country in which white races can live 
and do physical labor. Discontent with the 
conditions offered, rather than the work, 
ig the cause for the difficulty in getting field 
laborers, as shown by the fact that the field 
laborers have a labor union and that a So- 
Cialistic propaganda started by Spanish agi- 
tators has taken a firm hold. 


Much Public Land on Island. 

There is considerable public land in Cube. 
White immigrants, if encouraged to bring 
their families and allowed! to take up this land 
by some such system as that obtaining in the 
Untted. States, would undoubtedly come in 
considerable numbers. 

The arguments advanced against their suc- 
cess as agricuhturists is that due to the public 
lands being in distant parte of Cuba the 
freight rates would be so prohibitive as to 
prevent their disposing of their crops; that 
if their crop was sugar cane, not only would 
they have the freight rates to contend with 
but the lack of mills. 

If preper government supervision could not 
compe! just rates, the situation could be met 
by building railways to the nearest port in 
which Cuba, by having a considerable num- 
ber, ie especially favored. By grouping the 
colonists who grew cane sufficient incentive 
would be given for the bufiding of the neces- 
gary mills. 

As yet, however, there is no homestead law 
in Cuba. 


Taxes Keep Lands Vacant. 

In addition to the undeveloped public lands 
there is a large amount of undeveloped pri- 
vate land. This is due to the fact that unim- 
proved land is not taxed, thue encouraging 
large undeveloped holdinga, and ase conse- 
quence considerably hindering that apiitting 
up of the land into small holdings which 
shoul take place as the population increases. 

The relations of the United States to Cuba 
are materially affected by two things—viz. : 
Reciprocity and the Platt amendment. 

At the prevent time, due to reciprocity, the 
Untted States takes approximately 90 per 
cent of Cuba’s exporte. The remaining 10 
per cent is mostly represented by tobecco. 
As all the world emokes and Cuban tobacco 
is the best, thie part of Cube’s exports always 
will go to countries other than the United 


States. 


América Loses but Little. 

Of Cuba’s imports about 51 per cent come 
from the United States. This has been nosed 
as argument that Cuba benefited more by the 
reciprocity treaty then the United States. 
This may be true to some extent, but is not 
entirely so, as the 49 per cent from coun- 
tries other than the United States largely 
represents things which the United States 
cannot or will not supply. 

The Cubans like French champagnes and 
Spanish wines. American manufactures will 
not conform to the demands of the Cuban 
merchant with respect to cotton goods; the 
Britlieh manufactures will, go naturally the 
market ie theirs. 

That both countries have bemefited under 
the reciprocity agreements is shown by the 
fact that Cuban imports to the United States 
have grown in nine years from $42,000,000 to 
$120,000,000—an increase of practically 100 
per cent, while exports from the United 
States to Cuba have grown from $21.000,000

“fhe business man who sneaks down to 
his office on Sunday is e#illy—s-i-l-l-y,”’ re- 
iterated Bishop William A. Quayle,of §t. 
Paul in his sermon on “ The Misapprehended 
God,” before the Sunday Evening club in 
Orchestra hall. 

“That man can’t go down there seven 
Gaye a week and devote his mind to the at- 
tendance on business correspondence without 
some of the gray mattep leaking out from 
the overstrain. God's mmandmeénts are 
not grievous. He diin’t*mean it a hardship 
when he said, ‘Observe the Sabbath.’ That 
was said for our own good. When yq@ don’t 
observe the Sabbath you are disregarding 
God’s kindness to you. 


Hard to Obey Parents? 

“Think of us having to be reminded Ine 
commandment to obey our parents. We 
ought to be ashamed of ourselves. Isit hard 
to obey our parents—it might be unpleasant 
for some of us, but is it hard? The laws of 
God are beneficent and for our own good. 
In order to live sweetly and happily you 
must keep the ten commandments. If you 
keep them you will live without fear. 

“ Why, I just swagger into this town with- 
outa fear. I don’t shy at a policeman, I 
go up to him and speak to him. I just swag- 
ger in, and through, and out, amen! Lots 
of people are not only nervous about God, 
they are angry with Him. They say that 
God’s hands are not hands, put fists. I wish 
that I could hold up God’s palms to you to- ' 
night. They are the warm hands of love 
stretched out to suffering humanity, afd 
there are spikes through them. 

“The trouble with the criticisms about 
God are that they come from people who are 
mot acquainted with Him. How can you 
talk about God if you haven't snuggled up 
to Him? I never heard of any one dying 
from over-piety. Anybody can cussat the fel- 

“Jow on skates and say ‘Why don’t you 
skate?’ But why doesn't he get on tke 
sketes? It is the same way with those who 
don’t belong to the church and who criticise 
those who do. The church-goers are their 


greatest trouble. Troubles ought to be frr 
home consumption. 


Tells of Decalogue. 

“ The decalogue is simply God's economical 
method of making peorde decent. The thief 
doesn't like the commandment against steal- 
ing, nor does the murderer like the injunc- 
tion against killing. The commandments 
make it possible for a minister to raise chick- 
ens next door to a neighbor who might want 
to steal. 

“TI believe that God's command against 
covetousness is the most disrespected of the 

jist. Covetousness in politics goes under the 
‘mame of reform. The covetous leader gets 
the weak minded around him and points out 
to them that while they are hanging on 
etraps in street carg,others are riding along 
in automobiles. Then there is the woman 
whom you hear say: ‘* Mrs.. So-and-So ts 
living beyond her means. I know that she 
is because she couldn't be living the way she 
is unless she were living beyond her means.’ 
What business is it of ‘thers how Mrs. So-and- 
So isliving? That woman is a covetous busy- 
body. 
Learn Manners from God. 

“We ought to begin learning our manners 
from God. The women these days learn their 
manners from a woman's magazine. But 
there is no publication like the works of God— 
his decalogue—to teach us how to.act towards 
the fallen and the sinful. I think yeu will not 
only find it the best thing but the most useful 
thing to rightfully apprehend God.”

“The war also proved ‘that it was the 
wrong way of settling a right question. Lin- 
coln saw the cruel waste and often advocated 
compensated emancipation. The next de- 
mand of loyalty will be an international one. 
The cause of the world will rise superior to 
the cause of any state or country.”’ 


Former Governor Speaks. 

Former Governor of Illinois Charles 8S. De- 
neen spoke in the Western Avenue Metho- 
dist Episcopal church and paid a tribute to 
the state. 

“TIllinols contributed to the cause of na- 
tional unity,’’ he said, “ite central figure 
and martyr, the beloved Abraham Lincoln; 
its greatest general, the indomitable Ulysses 
S. Grant; and ks foremost soldier-citizen, 
the heroic John A. Logan, ‘ The Black Eagle 
of Illinois.’ 

“Tilinois soldiers participated in the des- 
perate struggles at Fort Donelson, Shiloh, 
Corinth, Vicksburg, Chickamauga, Miesion- 
ary Ridge, Kenesaw Mountain, Stone River, 
and in Sherman's march to the sea. They 
were conspicuous for their deeds of soldierly 
heroism.”’ 


Glorifies the Private. 

Bishop Samuel Fallows in St. Paul's Re- 
formed Episcopal church glorified the com- 
mon soldier. 

“ The common soldier was lifted by his ideal 
above his $13 a month and his rations,” he 
said. “ He was iMuminated by the thonght 
that he was not only fighting for the preser- 
vation of the union but that he was fight- 
ing a world wide battle for libérty. That 
ideal still persists in seeking to liberate men 
from every mental, moral, and social bond- 
age.”’ 

“There never was an age of peace like the 
present,”’ declared the Rev. Johnstone My- 
ers in his sermon in the Immanuel Baptist 
church. “The civil war accomplished fits 
purpose. It gave us our United States and 


it brought us peace.

This na- 
tion does not want a man for president who 
knows how to'make war but how to make 
peace.

Washington, D. C., May 25.—[Special.]—The F 
department of agriculture has just issued a 
bulletin in which traps and poisons are dis- 
cussed as effective means of abating or con- 
trolling the fly nuisance. 

The use of formaldehyde is indorsed by the 
department as a means of killing the pests. 
hiouseholders and others who employ this 
method, however, should be careful to see 
that the poison is kept out of the reach of 
children and animals. 

Several new formas of fiytraps are discussed. 
One is described as follows: 

‘“* The trap is 24 inches long, 12 inches high, 
and 8 inches wice. Tne upper part, which 
may be oval or rectangular, as preferred, 
serves as a receptacie, which the flies enter 
through the opening in the top of the middle 
portion, made of ordinary mosquito wire 
screen and shaped like the roof of a house. 
Under this ia the baseboard, upon which rest 
two tin bait pans The space bétween the 
baseboard and the middie portion is about 
one-half inch and between this and the bait 
pans, through which the flies enter the 
pans, about one-fourth of an inch Stale 
meat, bread, and milk are used as bait. The 
trapped flies are killed by immersing in hot

Autopsy Reveals Dislocated 
Neck Caused Death of 
Ring Champion. 


FIND HEART WAS SOUND. 


Calgary, Alberta, May 2.—A dislocated 


neck caused the death yesterday of Luther 
McCarty during his fight with Arthur Pel- 
key, according to information given out to- 
night following an autopsy conducted by 
Dr. Moshier at the request of Coroner Cos- 


tello. 
It was stated by the physicians that death 


undoubtedly had been caused by the dislo- 
cated neck and that the heart was found to 
be sound. A clot of blood on the brain aided 
in convincing the physicians that death was 
not due to the blow near the heart. 

Shortly after the contest began yesterday 
McCarty received a sharp jab to the jaw, 
which sent his head back quickly. It did not 
appear to have caused any pain, and he was 
on his feet for half a minute afterward. The 


left to the jaw was followed by Pelkey w itha right 
to the heart region, which caused the spectators 
to believe the latter blow had brought the knock- 
out. 
Injury Net- Sustained in Fall. 
Physicians are of the opinion that the dislocation 
of the neck was not sustained in the fall which 


followed. McCarty felh slowly and did not strike 


his head. 

Shortly before midnight 
second cxamination had been made, the result of 
the autopsy held last night also was made known. 
The physicians stated the investigation showed 
MeCarty died as the result of the blow to the jaw 
which dislocated his neck, causing a rupture of the 
spinal cord and a hemorrhage otf the spine. The 
medical evidence will be procuced at the formal in- 
quest tomorrow. 

In discussing the case tonight the crown prose- 
cutor stated that all prize fighting is illegal under 
‘he statutes of Canada It was ir timated that in 
addition to the charge of manslaughter against Pel- 
key, other charges would be placed against ‘lommy 
Eddie Smith of Chicago, as 


tonight, and after the 


Burns, as promoter, 
referee, and Billy MecCarney, manager for Mc- 
Carty. These, however, are not €xpected for some 
time. 


A peculiar situation confronts the authorities be- 
cause of the fact that the bout was held outride 
the city, that it was under the jurisdiction of the 
mounted police, and that several police officials at- 
tended the contest, none, however, protesting that 
it was illegal 

The case of Pelkey will not be far enough ad- 
vanced to be tried at the Assizes, which now are 
sitting, and if heard will come up in October at 
the earliest.

Carty was told today in a telegram from Billy Me- 
Carney that his son had been killed in Canada on 
Saturday in a boxing match. The veteran show-

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BIRTHDAY GREETINGS. 


Thomas A. Marshall, one of the most 
famous of the world’s professional 
trap shooters, was born in Keithsburg, 
Ii., May 26, 1856. His chief claim to 
fame lies in the fact that he is the 
only man who ever won the Grand 
American handicap—the most -import- 
ant event in th annals of trap shoot- 
ing—on two ditferent occasions, first 
in 1897 and again in 1899. Marshall is 
best known to the shooting fraternity 
as “Capt. Tom,” for in 1903 he cap- 
tained the All-American team which 
toured England, Ireland, and Wales, 
met the best teams of those countries, 
and came home with a straight record 
of victories. He also captained the 
Remington U. M. C. southern squad, 
which in 1904 broke the world's five 
men squad record with the remarkable 
score of 488 out of 500 targets.

Michigan Senator Urges Co-oper- 
ation; Says Power Would 
* Defray Expense. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 25.—[Special.}— 
The fitst step in legisiation looking towards 
the conversion into seaports of Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Detroit, Duluth, Cleveland, Buf- 
falo, and other cities on the great lakes may 
be taken during the present congress. A 
resolution introduced by Senator Townsend 
of Michigan requesting the president to nego- 
tiate with Canada and Great Britain for the 
concurrent and codperative improvemient of 
waterways in common between Canada and 
the United States has been favorably re- 
ported in the senate. 

Senator Townsend first brought the propo- 
sition before the senate during the summer of 
1911, when Canadian reciprocity was being 
discussed. Although it failed then, he has 
been hammering away on it ever since, and 
the action by the committee in reporting his 
resolution leads him to believe he will succeed 
in getting it passed before this congress ad- 
journs. 

Water Power to Pay Costs. 

The Michigan legislator believes the great 

lakes can be opened to foreign commerce 


without a cent’s expense to either the gov-. 


ernment of the United States or that of Can- 
ade. The fall of water from Lake Erie to 
Montreal, which makes locks necessary now 
for lake shipping, could be so harnessed as 
to furnish power which would more than pay 
the expense of constructing locks and canals 
large enough for the greatest ocean liners. 


Already there is a waterway for boats not. 


drawing over 14 feet, so the chief work would 
consist of enlarging this and building larger 
locks. 

Giancing into the future, the posaibilities of 
auch a scheme are almost beyond compre- 
hension. With the completion of the lakes 
to the gulf deep waterway it would be pos- 
sible for a vessel to ship from London for Chi- 
cago, unload one cargo there, load another 
and ship for a port in the orient, and from 
there back to London. Within a half century 
Chicago might become one of the world’s 
greatest ports, if not its greatest. 


Sees Chicago Greatest Port. 

Better situated than any other city for 
Gistributions in the interior, and acknowl- 
edged to have the best railroad facilities in 
the country, Chicago would soon become the 
greatest receiving and distributing point in 
the western hemisphere—probably the mart 
between the orient and occident—according 
to those who have studied the plan. 

Because of the vast advantages which the 
connecting of the lakes with the Atlantic 
ocean would give to interior cities, it is ex- 
pected that the larger Atlantic seaboard 
cities will fight the proposition vigorously. 
It is also expected that the transcontinental 
railfoads, so opposed to the construction of 
the Panama canal, will line uf{against it.

While City Attorney Long was occupied 
with the legal phase of the disaster’s after- 
math today, Mayor I. 8. Hatch, members of 
the city council and of the board of public 
works conferred with District Attorney 
John D. Fredericks with reference to the 
grand jury inquiry which will be started 
either on or just before the coroner's in- 
quest Tuesday to fix responsibility for the 
condition of the pier.

WILL DISCUSS CURRENCY, 


Conference to Thrash Over Bill 
Proposed by President: 
wine and Aids. 


New York, May 25.—[Special.]—At the re- 
quest of Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, | 
B. D. Hulbert and George M. Reynolds of 
Chicago arrived here today to confer with 
the secretary over certain provisions to be 
incorporated in the currency bill. Mr. Hul- 
bert is vice president of the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company and Mr. Reynolds 
ig president of the Continental and Commer- 
clal National bank. The former represents 
state institutions and the latter national. 

Inasmuch ag both classes of banks are to 
have equal standing in the bili which Presi- 
dent Wilson and Mr. McAdoo are fathering, 
the two Chicagoans are supposed to represent 
organized banking interests. 


Advice of Hulbert Sought. 

Hulbert's views have been sought several 
times by l’resident Wilson and Secretary 
McAdoo. When Mr. Wilson was in Chicago 
after his election he held a conference with 
Mr. Hulbert over currency matters. He wag 
evidently .much pleased with the Chicago 
banker's views, for without any one being 
the wiser they have been incorporated in the 
new bili. 

Mr. Hulbert was the only prominent banker 
in Chieago to hold erroneous some of the 
principal features of the Aldrich bill. The 
present bill is designed to be as nearly oppo- 
site in essentials to the Aldrich measure as 
it has been possible to draw It. » 

George B. Reynolds was one of the advo- 
cates of the Aldrich measure, and much as 
the administration wished to get away from 
the Aldrich ideas, which it was thought would 
centralize banking power in New York, it 
was found there was same good in the Aldrich 
plan. 


Reynolds Spokesman for Banks. 

As president of the largeet national bank in 
the west, Mr. Reynolds is in touch with the 
sentiment of natione! banks all over the ter- 
ritory west of Chicago. He will be afforded 
an opportunity to speak from the standpoint 
of the nationa! institutions ard to show what 
he congidered good in the Aldrich scheme. 

The present state of the current measure 
points towards marked decentralization of 
banking power in both New York and Chi- 
cago. 

The central reserve city banks will no 
longer control the reserve accounts of other 
national banks while state banks will enjoy 
equal privileges with the national institu- 
tions.
